The Inchon People's Committee occupies the former Puchon-gun office in 
Sinhwang-dong. 


Anti-Communist residents of Inchon, including some police, plan an uprising 
against North Korean forces if United Nations troops land at Inchon. The 
anti-Communists will seize weapons from North Korean troops and aid the 
landing party. * 

From Inchon to Suwom, rice and ansunition are carried on a narrow-gauge 
Yailway, except for the last few miles, where they are carried by hand or 


by truck. The rice and other foods are brought to Seoul fran Inchon by 
small boats up the Han River. 
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
